State 
inspectors  find  no  thrips  and  very  little  disease.  Having 
a  comparatively  small  planting  I  give  most  of  the  bulbs 
and  orders  my  personal  attention,  which  seems  more 
satisfactory  than  that  given  by  a  large  staff. 

SATISFACTION  GUARANTEED.  If  bulbs  are  not 
satisfactory,  just  let  me  know  and  I’ll  try  to  make  it 
right.  Sometimes  a  bulb  goes  “haywire”  for  no  good 
reason,  and  sometimes  soil,  weather  or  other  conditions 
are  bad  and  the  bulbs  are  not  to  blame.  But  YOU  be 
the  judge! 

ORDER  EARLY  PLEASE!  We  are  both  ahead  when 
I  get  orders  filled  before  planting  time  and  the  last- 
minute  rush.  Late  in  the  season  I  sometimes  have  to 
substitute  in  size,  or  a  similar  variety,  also,  with  plant¬ 
ing  to  worry  about  I  just  can’t  give  the  attention  I  do 
earlier,  and  with  stocks  running  low.  I’m  less  generous. 

POSTAGE  will  be  paid  on  retail  orders  of  over  $1  in 
U.  S.  On  smaller  orders  add  10c.  Try  to  make  your 
order  total  at  least  fl.OO.  Most  retail  orders  are  shipped 
by  mail,  on  large  orders  it  is  sometimes  cheaper  to  send 
by  express,  if  your  town  has  a  station.

IF  YOU  have  tired  of  glads  as  being  rather  ordinary 
flowers,  grow  some  of  these  modern  beauties.  They  are 
not  at  all  common. 

SIZE:  “L”  means  large  bulbs  1%  inch  and  up,  the 
best  size  to  buy,  produce  earliest  and  finest  flowers.  Sizes 
vary  as  much  with  varieties  as  the  size  of  the  flowers. 
Some  like  Bill  Sowden,  produce  rather  small  bulbs — and 
huge  flowers. 


“M”  means  medium  size,  %  to  inch,  make  fine 
flowers,  blooming  just  a  little  later  than  the  larger  size. 

“S”  means  small  bulbs,  under  %  inch.  Sometimes 
bloom,  make  large  bulbs  for  next  year.  My  stocks  arc 
short  on  these  this  season.  > 

“B”  means  bulblets.  Some  germinate  poorly,  they 
rarely  bloom,  make  planting  stock  for  next  season.  Not 
guaranteed  to  grow.  Don’t  buy  them  unless  familiar 
with  growing. 

PRICES  quoted  are  postpaid  in  U.  S.  I  try  to  keep 
them  on  par  with  others  and  will  meet  their  catalog 
prices  where  I  have  the  stock.  NOT  LESS  than  10c 
worth  of  a  variety  sold,  EXCEPTING  large  bulbs  listed 
at  up  to  60c  a  dozen  may  be  had  for  5c  each.

Lavender  becomes  deeper  as  flower 
ages.  Not  flashy  but  exceedingly  refined  and  beautiful. 
Flowers  are  about  4  inches  across,  lightly  and  delicately 
ruffled,  of  fine  substance  and  texture.  A  decorative  type 
that  opens  5  to  9  nicely  placed  florets  at  one  time  on 
tall  willowy  stems  that  seldom  crook.  Taller  than  aver¬ 
age,  it  is  one  of  the  earliest  of  all  to  bloom.  Prolific, 
makes  big  bulblets  that  often  bloom.  It  takes  a  large 
bulb  to  make  a  really  fine  spike,  several  together  are 
most  effective.  Offered  to  those  who  appreciate  delicate 
beauty  and  grace.  This  “Little  old  lady  in  lavender  and 
lace”  is  named  in  honor  of  my  mother.  From  a  cross  of 
Aida  X  Mibloom.

SMALL  DECORATIVES 

Small  flowered  varieties,  especially  useful  for  small 
modern  bouquets  about  the  home  where  larger  flowered 
varieties  are  obviously  in  poor  taste,  are  also  coming  to 
the  fore  in  the  shows,  where  their  value  is  increasingly 
appreciated. 

Some  of  these  are  on  the  “border-line,”  and  if  given 
good  culture,  may  get  too  large  for  the  classification. 
Medium  and  small  bulbs  will  generally  produce  smaller 
spikes  than  the  large  size. 

BABY  GLADS  36-2-5.  Three  varieties  mixed,  shades 
of  orange,  long  slender  stems,  bloom  throughout  the 
season.  Not  especially  beautiful  but  the  smallest  glads 
I’ve  ever  grown.
